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1 . Claims 1 -22 are pending. 

2. Applicant required to update the copending information, paragraph [0001 ,0064]. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/07/05 with respect to claims 1-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claim15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility such as a computer implementing, a processor, computer readable 
medium, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention (i.e.: "a processor for retrieving a second resource ..." It was 
unclear, vague and ambiguity). Examiner suggest the applicant revises/cleans the claim 
languages wherein the first processor without a second processor that does not make 
any sense. The consistent of independent claims could merit in the application process. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Carpentier 
et al [Carpentier, 6,807,632 B1]. 

6. As per claim 1 , Carpentier discloses a method comprising: 

hashing at a first processor [Carpentier, an originating/local computer, col 17 

lines 15-64] a first resource identifier (i.e.: descriptor file) to create a hash key, wherein 

said first resource identifier identifies a first resource [Carpentier, created a hash 

identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

transmitting from said first processor to a second processor [Carpentier, file 

server, FTP server, col 15 lines 10-32] said hash key and a request for said first 

resource [Carpentier, col 8 lines 57-65]; 

receiving at said first processor a second resource in response to the 

transmission of said hash key and said request for said first resource [Carpentier, 

transfer in response with hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7]. 
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7. As per claims 2,9 Carpentier discloses receiving at said first processor a second 
resource identifier in response to the transmission of said hash key and said request for 
said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with hash asset identifier, col 13 line 
58-col 14 line 7]. 

8. As per claims 3,10 Carpentier discloses said first processor verifies that said 
second resource is said first resource by comparing said second resource identifier to 
said first resource identifier [Carpentier, verifier, col 15 lines 10-32], 

9. As per claims 4,1 1 Carpentier discloses transmitting from said first processor to 
said second processor said first resource identifier in addition to said hash key and said 
request for said first resource [Carpentier, col 8 lines 57-65]. 

10. As per claims 5,12 Carpentier discloses said second processor stores said 
second resource and said second resource identifier in a data structure that is indexed 
by said hash key [Carpentier, directory, col 11 lines 10-27]. 

11. As per claims 6,1 3 Carpentier discloses said second processor verifies that said 
second resource is said first resource by comparing said second resource identifier to 
said first resource identifier [Carpentier, verified by comparison, col 8 lines 12-32]. 
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12. As per claims 7,14 Carpentier discloses said hash key and said request for said 
first resource are transmitted from said first processor to said second processor when 
said all (or a portion) of said hash key is contained in a list of valid hash keys associated 
with said first processor [Carpentier, hash list identifier, col 10 lines 33-51]. 

13. As per claim 8, Carpentier discloses An apparatus comprising: 

a first processor for hashing a first resource identifier to create a hash key, 
wherein said first resource identifier identifies a first resource [Carpentier, created a 
hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

a transmitter for transmitting said hash key and a request for said first resource to 
a second processor [Carpentier, file server, FTP server, col 15 lines 10-32; transmitted 
by software, col 8 lines 57-65]; and 

a receiver for receiving a second resource in response to the transmission of said 
hash key and said request for said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with 
hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7], 

14. As per claim 15, Carpentier discloses A method comprising: 

receiving a request for a first resource and a hash key that is a hashed function 
of a first resource identifier [Carpentier, created a hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

retrieving said first resource and said first resource identifier from a data structure 
that is indexed by said hash key [Carpentier, file server, FTP server; directory, col 1 1 
lines 10-27; col 15 lines 10-32; transmitted by software, col 8 lines 57-65]; and 
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transmitting said first resource and said first resource identifier in response to 
said request for said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with hash asset 
identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7], 

1 5. As per claim 1 6, Carpentier discloses An apparatus comprising: 

a receiver for receiving a request for a first resource and a hash key that is a 
hashed function of a first resource identifier [Carpentier, created a hash identifier, col 8 
lines 32-65]; 

a processor for retrieving said first resource and said first resource identifier from 
a data structure that is indexed by said hash key [Carpentier, file server, FTP server; 
directory, col 1 1 lines 10-27; col 15 lines 10-32; transmitted by software, col 8 lines 57- 
65]; and 

a transmitter for transmitting said first resource and said first resource identifier in 
response to said request for said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with 
hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7], 

16. As per claim 17, Carpentier discloses A method comprising: 

receiving from a first processor a first resource identifier that identifies a first 
resource, a hash key that is a hashed function of said first resource identifier, and a 
request for a first resource [Carpentier, created a hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65];

retrieving a second resource and a second resource identifier from a data 
structure that is indexed by said hash key [Carpentier, a second plurality of assets, col 
20 lines 20-67]; 

verifying that said second resource is said first resource by comparing said 
second resource identifier to said first resource identifier [Carpentier, verified by 
comparison, col 8 lines 12-25]; and 

transmitting said second resource to said first processor when said second 
resource is verified as said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with hash 
asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7]. 

17. As per claim 18, Carpentier discloses An apparatus comprising: 

a receiver for receiving at a first processor a first resource identifier that identifies 
a first resource, a hash key that is a hashed function of said first resource identifier, and 
a request for a first resource [Carpentier, created a hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

a second processor for retrieving a second resource and a second resource 
identifier from a data structure that is indexed by said hash key, and for verifying that 
said second resource is said first resource by comparing said second resource identifier 
to said first resource identifier [Carpentier, file server, FTP server; directory, col 1 1 lines 
10-27; col 15 lines 10-32; transmitted by software, col 8 lines 57-65;verified by 
comparison, col 8 lines 12-25]; and 

a transmitter for transmitting said second resource to said first processor when 
said second resource is verified as said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response 
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with hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7]. 

18. As per claim 19, Carpentier discloses A method comprising: 

hashing at a first processor a first resource identifier to create a hash key, 
wherein said first resource identifier identifies a first resource [Carpentier, created a 
hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

transmitting from said first processor to a second processor said hash key and a 
request for said first resource when said all (or a portion) of said hash key is contained 
in a list of valid hash keys associated with said first processor [Carpentier, hash list 
identifier, col 10 lines 33-51]; and 

receiving at said first processor said first resource in response to the 
transmission of said hash key and said request for said first resource [Carpentier, 
transfer in response with hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7]; 

19. As per claim 20, Carpentier discloses An apparatus comprising: 

a first processor for hashing a first resource identifier to create a hash key, 
wherein said first resource identifier identifies a first resource, and for verifying that all 
(or a portion) of said hash key is contained in a list of valid hash keys [Carpentier, 
created a hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65; hash list identifier, col 10 lines 33-51]; 

a transmitter for transmitting from said first processor to a second processor said 
hash key and a request for said first resource [Carpentier, file server, FTP server; 
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directory, col 1 1 lines 10-27; col 15 lines 10-32; transmitted by software, col 8 lines 57- 
65]; and 

a receiver for receiving said first resource in response to the transmission of said 
hash key and said request for said first resource [Carpentier, transfer in response with 
hash asset identifier, col 13 line 58-col 14 line 7]; 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Carpentier 
[6,807,632 B1] in view of Takahashi et al pakahashi, 5,428,774]. 
20. As per claim 21 , Carpentier discloses A method comprising: 

receiving from a first processor a request for a first resource and a first hash key 
that is a hashed function of a first resource identifier [Carpentier, created a hash 
identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

transmitting said second resource to said first processor when said second 
resource is verified as said first resource [Carpentier, hash list identifier, col 10 lines 33- 
51; verifier, col 15 lines 10-31]; 

However Carpentier does not detail the 
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retrieving a second resource and a first portion of a second hash key from a data 
structure that is indexed by a first portion of said first hash kev : 

verifying that said second resource is said first resource by comparing a second 
portion of said first hash kev to said first portion of said second hash kev : and 

Takahashi discloses the hash function applied the attribute values to be 
compared wherein the index file is verified by comparing the second half of 11 to the first 
half of 12 and first half of 11 with the latter half of 12 [Takahashi,col 2 line 49-col 3 line 28] 

Therefore it would have been obvious to an ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the comparing process using the first and second 
portion of frame or key as taught by Takahashi into the Carpentier' apparatus in order to 
utilize the comparing process. Doing so would provide the efficiency and reliable 
process to allocate the retrieval key values [Takahashi, col 4 lines 15-40]. 

21 . As per claim 22, Carpentier-Takahashi disclose An apparatus comprising: 

a receiver for receiving at a first processor a request for a first resource and a 

first hash key that is a hashed function of a first resource identifier [Carpentier, created 

a hash identifier, col 8 lines 32-65]; 

a processor for retrieving a second resource and a first portion of a second hash 

key from a data structure that is indexed by a first portion of said first hash key 

[Takahashi,col 2 line 49-col 3 line 28], and for verifying that said second resource is said 

first resource by comparing a second portion of said first hash key to said first portion of 

said second hash key [Takahashi,col 2 line 49-col 3 line 28]; and 
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a transmitter for transmitting said second resource to said first processor when 
said second resource is verified as said first resource [Carpentier, hash list identifier, col 
10 lines 33-51 ; verifier, col 15 lines 10-31].
